The powerfu l 
shock wou ld pass throu gh his 
body in a tin y fraction of a sec­ 
on d.

The 
shock was 
fired.

lin g’s arms ju mped con v u lsiv ely 
abou t six in ches.

The electricity stopped Ku el* 
lin g's heart temporarily . When 
it resu med, the heartbeat was 
n ormal. Two day s later, he wen t 
home.

The U. S. Sav ings Bond Pay­ 
roll program showed a sharp up­ 
surge in New York State during 
the first sev en months of 1966.

Oates Jr., v olunteer chairman of 
the New York State Industrial 
Payroll Sav ings Committee. 
Oates, chairman of the Board 
of The Equitable Life Assurance 
Society of the U. S., said that 
as part of a nationwide effort 
more than 600 major companies 
in New York State hav e been 
asked to conduct payroll sav ings 
driv es among their approximate­ 
ly four million employes. The 
New York goal is 140,000 new 
payroll sav ers, and it is now 
likely that this figure will be 
surpassed handily. 
Total sales of U. S. Sav ings 
Bonds in New York State rose 
to $325 million for the 7-month 
period January* through July of 
this year. Nationally, the public 
holdings of Sav ings Bonds dur­ 
ing this same period exceeded 
$2.9 billion. 
Oates termed the fine response 
by New Yorkers in singing up 
for payroll sav ings especially at

Tassler said that Matt Meyer, 
president of the World Journal 
Tribune Inc., noted in turning 
down the offer that the new dai­ 
ly and Sunday newspaper his 
corporation plans, will be called 
the World Journal Tribune. 
Tassler said Meyer wrote; 
“Thus it would be confusing to 
say the least for another news­ 
paper to be published with any 
oart of that name in its masth­ 
ead.

ing 
rehabilitation

Dannemora, designed to include 
treatm ent, ev aluation and study 
of m entally disordered inm ates 
in the S tate's correctional insti­ 
tutions. 
The Gov ernor said th at this 
new psy chiatric and diagnostic 
clinic will prov ide 
— intensiv e therapy for in­ 
m ates of S tate correction facili­ 
ties who, though not m entally 
ill, hav e serious m ental disor­ 
ders; 
— intensiv e diagnostic ev alua­ 
tion of inm ates for pre-parole 
purposes; and 
— scientific study to establish 
adeq uate standards for senten­ 
cing of defendants with serious 
m ental disorders. 
“This program , recommended 
by the Gov ernor’s Special Com­ 
m ittee on Crim inal Offenders, is 
an im portant contribution to the 
•reduction of the num ber of crim ­ 
inal repeaters." Gov. Rockerfel- 
ler said. 
“An im portant feature of the 
new clinic," Rockefeller said, “is 
that it is to be run in coopera­ 
tion with McGill Univ ersity lo­ 
cated in nearby M ontreal. McGill 
has prepared the plan for an 
“Ideal” treatm ent 
center; 
will 
participate w ith the S tate and 
with other univ ersities in fur­ 
nishing the treatm ent; has de­ 
signed the research project; and 
will hav e general responsibility 
for the research. McGill's p arti­ 
cipation is to be under The direc­ 
tion of Bruno M. Corm ier, di­ 
rector of the McGill Clinic of 
Forensic Psy chiatry . 
Gov. Rockefeller said Danne­ 
m ora was chosen as the site of

ALBANY, N.Y, (AP) - The 
professional politicians now are 
wrestling with their own version 
of the three R’s — racial, reli­ 
giou s and regional factors — to

tickets. 
They don’t like to admit it di­ 
rectly, 
bu t 
it’s 
commonly 
agreed that they wiU be most 
influ enced by ethnic considera­ 
tions in rou nding ou t their gu ­ 
bernatorial tickets. 
Under the long-standing prac­ 
tice of ticket-balancing, a poten­ 
tial candidate’s place of resi­ 
dence, the chu rch he attends, 
his color and national origin u l­ 
timately will determine whether 
he gets to fill one of the su p­ 
porting roles. 
Right now, among the variou s 
parties, there is talk of finding 
a su itable Italian-American or a 
Negro or an Upstate man or a 
qu alified woman to ru n for state 
offices. ' 
It’s a qu estion of having ju st 
the right qu alifications at ju st 
the right time. There are also a 
nu mber of 
accepted 
“taboos” 
that veteran politicos are loathe 
to violate. 
For instance, it is dogma in 
political 
circles 
that 
a 
party 
shou ld try to balance the reli­ 
gion of the men at the head of 
the ticket — the candidates for 
governor and lieu tenant gover­ 
nor. 
Thu s 
the 
apparent 
Demo­ 
cratic 
nominee 
for 
governor, 
Frank D. 
O’Connor, 
an Irish 
Catholic, may not have a fellow- 
Catholic as his ru nning mate. 
Moreover, 
since 
O’Connor 
lives in Qu eens, the ticket-bal- 
ancers probably will be looking 
for an Upstate man to r^n for 
lieu tenant governor, to provide 
regional balance. 
The political pros agree also 
that it is a mu st to.have a Jew 
on the state ticket. State Comp­ 
troller Arthu r Levitt, a Brook­ 


lyn resident, fills that hole for 
the Democrats. 
Atty. Gen. Lou is J. Lefkowitz, 
who lives in Manhattan, holds 
down the so - called “Jewish 
spot” for the GOP. 
As the head of the Repu bli­ 
can ticket, Rockefeller, a Prot­ 
estant, is balanced by his long­ 
time 
ru nning 
mate, 
Lt. 
Gov. 
Malcolm Wilson, a Roman Cath­ 
olic. In another sense, Wilson’s 
conservative Repu blican philos­ 
ophy is deemed to provide a 
neat cou nterpoise to Rockefel­ 
ler’s more liberal viewpoint. 
The only open spot on the Re­ 
pu blican ticket is the comptrol­ 
ler’s office. 
Fou r years ago, the GOP de­ 
cided lt shou ld ru n an Upstate 
Italian-American against Levitt. 
John P. Lomenzo, then a Mon­ 
roe Cou nty ju dge, was tapped,! 
He was beaten badly. 
This year, there is consider­ 
able 
sentiment for Tax Com­ 
missioner Joseph Mu rphy, pri­ 
marily becau se of his Upstate 
backgrou nd. 
He 
comes 
from 
Syracu se. 
Bu t there also is revived su p­ 
port for trying another Italian- 
American — in an effort to ap­ 
peal to voters of Italian origin. 
Two state senators, Thomas La- 
veme of Rochester and Edward 
Speno of Nassau Cou nty, have 
been mentioned in this category. 
On the Democratic side, the re 
is talk of ru nning a Negro for 
one of their two open spots — 
lieu tenant governor or ittorney 
general. 
On a recent visit to Schenec­ 
tady, O’Connor told reporters — 
du ring an exceptionally candid 
exchange — that he wou ld like 
to have a Negro on his ticket 
and that he also wou ld like to 
have a woman and an Update 
resident to provide balance.

U.S. consumption of wood products is skyrocketing with a 
major shore of rising demand accounted for by a "paper 
explosion" More and more paper is being used for more 
and more purposes— for publications, for disposables in 
homes and industry, for office copying and electronic 
data processing equipment, and even for clothing. Cur­ 
rent consumption is estimated at some 51 million tons a 
year, about 520 pounds for every American, and grow­ 
ing.
